Dear  Mayor  Lebamoff: 

This  writer  represents  many  property  owners  and  residents 
who  live  in  the  vacinity  of  Essex  Wire  Company,  and  who 
are  vitally  interested  in  the  proposed  vacation  of  parts 
of  Wall  Street  and  Phenie  Street  in  the  Essex  Wire  complex. 

The  bulk  of  the  residents  live  on  Swinney  Avenue,  Reidmiller 
Avenue  and  Stophlet  Street  and  more  particularly  in  the  1400 
and  1500  blocks  of  Swinney  and  Stophlet  Streets, 

The  Board  of  Works  has  on  its  adjenda  the  final  hearing  on  the 
proposed  vacation  of  Wall  Street  and  Phenie  Street  set  for 
Thursday,  January  11,  1973.  My  clients  strongly  object  to 
the  vacation  of  these  streets  for  a number  of  reasons,  summaries 
of  which  are  as  follows: 

a.  In  cutting  off  and  closing  these  streets,  the 
truck  traffic,  which  is  considerable  from 
General  Electric  and  other  companies,  will 
be  diverted  over  Reidmiller  and  Swinney  Avenues, 
thereby  changing  the  traffic  complex  within  this 
area.  Essex  Wire  states  that  they  will  leave  the 
gates  open  on  the  street  from  7 a.m.  to  5 p.m,, 

Monday  through  Friday,  but  this  statement  is 
debatcible  as  far  as  enforcement  is  concerned, 
inasmuch  as  the  streets  will  officially  be  vacated 
thereby  placing  said  streets  as  private  property 
with  an  easement  at  most  for  truck  traffic.  This 
would  have  to  be  enforced  and  would  be  of  little 
value  in  attempting  to  enforce  it. 


The  people  in  the  neighborhood  remember  General 
Electric  asking  to  close  off  Wall  Street  from 
Broadway  to  College  and  at  that  time  it  was  agreed 
that  it  would  be  available  for  walking  to  the  bus  line 
on  Broadway.  This  agreement  in  fact  terminated 
shortly  after  the  street  was  closed.  Often 
times  these  agreements  are  soon  forgotten. 
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b,  Essex  Wire  International  states  that  they  will  pave 

part  of  Phenie  Street  at  their  expense  if  the 
street  is  officially  vacated  and  closed.  This  is 
cuiother  condition  they  have  placed  upon  the  welfare 
of  the  neighborhood  only  if  they  get  their  own 
way.  It  appears  that  they  are  like  a child  agreeing 
to  be  nice  in  return  for  a stick  of  candy. 

Many  of  the  residents  in  the  area  remember  in  1951 
under  Declaratory  Resolution  No,  847,  Essex  Wire  agreed 
to  pave  Phenie  Avenue  when  other  parts  of  the  street 
namely.  Wall,  Stophlet  and  Swinney  were  vacated.  To 
the  knowledge  of  the  residents,  this  has  never  been 
done. 

c.  Essex  Wire  has  stated  that  if  the  streets  are  not  vacated, 

they  would  erect  a fence  along  their  parking  area,  there- 
by preventing  a number  of  persons  having  garages  abutting 
the  alley  from  using  said  garages.  You  and  I as  lawyers 
know  that  this  cannot  be  done,  but  these  people  are 
afraid  of  the  consequences. 

Most  of  the  residents  have  lived  in  this  area  for  years  and  it  has 
been  a very  stable  residential  area.  Essex  Wire  has  gradually  been 
purchasing  property  at  their  price  to  provide  for  parking,  etc. 
During  World  War  II  the  streets  were  blocked  for  security  reasons, 
cuid  when  they  were  finally  ordered  to  remove  the  gatehouses, 
they  started  this  procedure  which  has  lasted  all  these  years, 
to  gradually  gain  control  of  the  streets.  They  state  that  they 
would  like  the  streets  vacated  and  gates  erected  for  security 
reasons,  but  I can  assure  you  that  if  you  will  look  at  the 
streets  vacated,  this  would  only  be  a small  part  of  the  overall 
exposure  that  they  have  along  the  various  streets . 

The  neighbors  can  see  that  they  will  continue  attempts  to  exert 
control  over  the  area  to  such  an  extent  that  property  values  will 
go  down,  which  would  be  beneficial  to  Essex  Wire  Company. 

I am  sure  that  if  all  the  neighbors  owning  property  adjacent  to 
any  of  the  streets  of  that  area  attempted  to  vacate  the  streets, 
the  City  would  in  no  way  permit  this  to  be  done.  The  fact  that 
a large  corporation,  who  has  no  heart,  attempts  to  use  its  in- 
fluence in  a "power  play",  sometimes  causes  City  Officials  to 
bow  to  pressure.  The  vacation  of  the  streets  is  not  a matter 
which  originated  with  your  administration,  but  if  you  would 
check  the  records,  you  will  find  that  practically  all  of  the 
mechanics  of  vacating  the  streets  were  accomplished  during  the 
prior  administration  and  it  is  only  a finalization  which  is  being 
attempted  at  this  time. 
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The  residents  want  the  streets  to  be  kept  open  as  they  desire 
to  use  the  streets  and  would  be  precluded  froin  doing  so.  Further » 
they  wish  the  streets  to  remain  open  so  the  traffic  pattern  will 
remain  the  same^  thus  diverting  the  commercial  traffic  from 
their  streets. 

I desire  that  you  look  into  this  situation  and  give  consideration 
to  the  wishes  of  the  residents  of  this  area.  We  have  met  with 
Essex  officials  but  find  that  their  approach  to  creating  good 
public  relations  in  the  neighborhood  is  as  far  from  their  minds 
as  is  a settlement  in  Viet  Nam.  When  we  talk  about  peace  and 
tranquility  existing  for  all  the  world,  one  only  has  to  look 
at  this  situation  to  find  that  peace  is  necessary  at  home  before 
we  preach  to  the  rest  of  the  world.  I believe  the  corporation 
is  charged  with  the  duty  of  preaching  Christian  love  as  leaders 
in  this  community.

Subiect  Phenie-Wall  Street  Vacation-Essex  Declaratory  Resolution  No.  1328 

I haye  your  note  of  February  5 regarding  the  aboye  vacations  as  they 
relate  to  our  previous  discussions  and  memos  on  this  subject. 


We  are  having  difficulty  in  getting  the  data  required  from  G.  E.  in 
order  to  answer  this  overall  problem.  First  of  all,  Bob  Kelker  has  been 
unable  to  find  the  prints  on  their  Taylor  Street  plant  due  to  moving  of 
some  departments  where  these  prints  are  housed.  Secondly,  he  will  be 
off  the  balance  of  this  week  due  to  some  minor  surgery  and  finally  there 
is  work  being  performed  in  their  plant  in  the  wire  mill  on  new  equipment 
and  they  do  not  want  any  tests  made  before  Thursday  February  15th,  due 
to  the  possibilities  of  riling  up  sediment  or  rust  particles  in  the 
system  which  could  affect  the  new  equipment  that  they  are  working  on. 


In  addition  to  the  above  they  have  informed  us  that  any  changes  found  to 
be  desirable  would  have  to  be  approved  by  their  Schenectady  office  as 
well  as  their  Fire  Underwriters,  Factory  Mutual  Insurance  of  New  York 
City. 

In  discussion  with  Bob  Kelker,  he  has  inquired  about  the  possibility  of 
combining  the  readings  on  their  two  meters  and  billing  them  as  one  meter. 
This  is  contrary  to  our  rules  and  regulations  as  will  be  further  discussed 
in  this  memo  as  it  also  relates  to  Essex.  In  G.  E.'s  case  it  would  only 
result  in  a saving  of  $92.55  per  month  for  water  billing  and  perhaps  a 
somewhat  similar  savings  regarding  sewage  disposal  billing,  however  this 
latter  may  not  be  the  case,  dependent  upon  their  method  of  billing  for 
sewage  disposal. 

The  above  items  will  clarify  the  first  point  of  your  letter.  With  regard 
to  the  second  point,  that  being  the  overall  integrity  of  our  water  system, 
we  do  not  believe  that  the  integrity  will  be  harmed,  based  upon  previous 
tests  on  our  system  adjacent  to  General  Electric  and  Essex.  Those  tests 
indicated  that  when  we  closed  a valve  and  simulated  an  abandonment  as  it 
relates  to  G.  E.  that  the  resultant  availabilities  in  the  vicinity  of 
G.  E.  were  greater  than  with  the  system  fully  opened  in  its  normal 
characteristics.  This  would  imply  that  the  flow  is  roughly  zero  or 
slightly  in  an  easterly  direction  across  the  river  rather  than  in  a 
westerly  direction  which  had  apparently  been  presumed.  Justification 
for  this  is  the  fact  that  we  have  installed  the  southwest  feeder  main 
which  was  a 16  inch  main  out  Hale  Avenue  which  parallels  Taylor  Street 
and  is  south  thereof,  and  which  main  connected  to  the  Brooklyn  Avenue 
main  thus  carrying  a greater  availability  to  that  point  and  thus  reversing 
the  flow  through  the  12  inch  crossing  the  river  north  of  Taylor  Street. 


As  indicated  verbally  to  you  the  other  day,  Mr.  Thomas  P.  Sharpies  of 
Essex  dropped  in  to  my  office  to  discuss  some  of  the  aspects  of  the 
proposed  vacation.  I indicated  basically  to  him  that  we  felt  that  the 
vacation  would  create  a condition  with  respect  to  location  of  public 
mains  which  is  not  our  practice  at  this  time,  and  that  this  was  the  basic 
reason  for  our  insistence  that  something  be  done  regarding  the  abandonment 
of  mains  to  them.  With  this  in  mind  he  subsequently  sent  me  a letter. 
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dated  January  30th,  a copy  of  which  is  attached,  in  which  he  raises 
several  points  and  ultimately  makes  a proposal.  For  reference,  I have 
numbered  the  respective  paragraphs  of  interest,  numbered  1 through  5. 

(the  second  paragraph  in  the  letter  not  numbered  due  to  pertinent  data 
not  requiring  an  answer).  I will  proceed  through  these  points  and 
answer  the  questions  raised  for  your  benefit  and  the  Boards  consideration 
with  respect  to  this  proposed  vacation. 

No.  1. 

Mr.  Sharpies  states  that  he  cannot  see  the  connection  between  our  desires 
in  our  January  24th  letter  regarding  the  vacation  of  the  streets  as  affecting 
abandonments  of  mains.  The  basic  connection  is  that  the  abandonments  should 
have  taken  place  as  other  streets  and  alleys  were  vacated.  This  was  not 
taken  care  of  at  that  time  and  the  present  vacation  requested  enlarges  the 
overall  complexities  of  it  and  perpetuates  andi  expands  a condition  which  is 
contrary  to  the  present  and  past  practices  of  the  Water  Utility.  That  basic 
practice  is  that  we  have  not  desired  public  water  mains  located  in  easements 
on  private  property  and  have  avoided  this  practice  whereever  at  all  possible 
and  where  an  alternative  was  possible. 

No.  2. 

Mr.  Sharpies  indicated  in  my  office  and  again  in  this  letter  that  the 
12  inch  water  main  in  the  alley  between  Swinney  and  Wall  Streets  "is  not 
used  by  Essex;  never  has  been. " This  point  has  been  discussed  with  Byron  Drew 
and  Bill  Hollman,  both  of  whom  have  made  fire  service  and  system  inspections 
of  the  Essex  plant  on  various  occasions  and  both  have  stated  that  there  are 
two  connections  in  this  12  inch  main,  inside  the  old  Dudlo  Building  (the 
west  building  along  the  river),  one  serving  a fire  system  and  one  metered  for 
plant  usage  and  both  being  tapped  into  this  12  inch  main  inside  the  building 
walls.  A further  check  of  this  point  will  be  made  to  verify  that  the  condition 
does  exist.  ^ 

No.  3. 

Mr.  Sharpies  elaborates  on  the  usage  of  two  water  meters  to  serve  the  complex 
and  the  reasons  behind  the  dual  source  of  supply.  Bill  Hollman  has  checked 
the  various  accounts  within  the  confines  of  the  overall  Essex  complex,  in- 
cluding all  of  the  streets  which  have  previously  been  vacated  and  those  which 
are  proposed  to  be  vacated,  and  he  indicates  that  our  records  show  that  they 
have  not  two  metered  connections,  but  actually  12  metered  connections,  plus 
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4 unmetered  £ire  service  connections  on  flat  rate  accounts.  He  further 
evaluated  the  consumptions  and  billings  which  were  sent  to  Essex  for  these 
12  accounts  plus  4 fire  service  accounts  for  the  year  1972  which  indicated 
a total  water  revenue  received  for  that  period  on  all  accounts  combined  of 
$15,273.67.  He  also  evaluated  the  same  accounts  based  on  a combined  system 
metered  through  one  master  meter,  with  the  same  respective  total  consumptions 
per  month,  which  would  result  in  a total  annual  billing  on  that  basis,  of 
$11,169.58.  On  the  above  basis  it  is  indicative  that  master  metering  of 
their  complex  would  result  in  a revenue  reduction  and  savings  to  Essex  or 
loss  by  the  UtiLi^y^of  $4,104.11  per  year,  based  on  1972  consumption.  On 
this  basis  Essex  could  afford  to  pay  for  all  the  changes  which  we  requested 
and  amortize  that  cost  in  slightly  less  two  years. 
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In  addition  they  could  enjoy  this  reduction  in  water  revenues  in  future 
years.  Mr.  Sharpies  has  asked  if  we  would  combine  billings,  consolidate 
the  readings  and  bill  as  one  meter.  This  is  contrary  to  past  practice 
and  is  specifically  prohibited  in  article  18,  par.  c.  of  the  Water 
Utility's,  General  Rules  and  Regulations,  which  states  "where  water  is 
taken  through  more  than  one  meter,  and  where  such  arrangement  is  for  the 
convenience  of  the  customer,  then  each  meter  shall  be  read  and  billed 
separately.  Where  water  is  taken  through  more  than  one  meter  for  the 
convenience  of  the  Utility,  then  the  meter  readings  shall  be  aggregated 
and  billed  as  one  reading."  The  circumstances  which  has  brought  about 
this  multiple  metering  has  not  been  developed  due  to  any  requests  or 
conditions  brought  about  by  the  Utility,  but  rather  by  acquisition  of 
properties,  apparently  by  Essex.  Therefore  I would  not  recommend  that 
the  aggregation  of  readings  be  made  in  order  to  give  them  the  savings  in 
water  revenue  costs.  This  should  only  be  accomplished  by  a method 
similar  to  that  proposed  for  abandonment  and  ultimate  master  metering  on 
one  meter  at  Essex  expense. 

No.  4. 

In  Mr.  Sha  rples  I etter  he  offers  that  "Essex  is  willing  to  give  the  City 
a hold-harmless  clause  for  liability  for  water  damage  due  to  a water  main 
break."  Judgment  as  to  whether  this  is  an  acceptable  alternative  is  not 
an  Engineering  decision  and  should  be  made  on  either  a policy  matter  of 
the  Board  of  Public  Works  and  possibly  should  have  input  as  a legal  matter 
for  the  City  Attorney  to  pass  judgment  on. 

No.  5. 

Finally,  Mr.  Sharpies  indicates  that  Essex  is  a "good  customer  of  the  City, 
for  both  water  and  electricity,  as  well  as  an  important  tax  payer",  and 
that  they  are  "entitled  to  cost-saving  considerations".  I cannot  be  a 
judge  as  to  the  validity  or  merit  of  this  statement.  However,  the  revenues 
received  by  the  Electric  Utility,  the  Water  Pollution  Control  Utility  and 
the  City  through  taxation  does  not  pay  water  revenues  or  improve  water 
systems,  therefore  I do  not  believe  that  the  Water  Utility  should  be  placed 
in  a position  of  compromise  because  of  these  other  factors.  Again,  this 
would  be  a policy  matter  and  for  the  Board's  judgment  as  to  their  will. 

I believe  that  the  information  provided  you  in  this  memo,  along  with  the 
copy  of  Mr.  Sharpies  letter,  attached,  will  bring  you  up  to  date  on  the 
status  of  our  input  as  it  relates  to  the  proposed  declaratory  resolution. 

No.  1328  for  the  vacation  of  Phenie  and  Wall  Streets,  in  the  vicinity  of 
the  Essex  Wire  plant. 

I realize  that  this  does  not  answer  all  the  questions  which  you  had  desired 
be  answered  before  the  February  15th  hearing,  however,  the  circumstances 
existing  at  G.  E.  are  beyond  all  of  our  control  and  therefore  we  have  no 
alternative  but  to  suggest  that  you  proceed,  based  on  the  information  pro- 
vided or  request  a further  delay.  I am  personally  of  the  feeling  that  the 
conditions  previously  set  out  ought  to  be  satisfied  in  a reasonable  manner 
acceptable  to  both  the  City  and  Essex  and  I am  satisfied  in  my  own  view  point 
based  upon  tests  previously  made,  that  this  will  not  adversely  affect  G.  E. 
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However,  I also  realize  that  G.  E.  apparently  now  has  some  objections  or 
at  least  wish  some  answers  be  provided  before  they  sanction  such  a 
procedure.  And  the  only  way  to  satisfactorily  prove  to  them  whether  the 
abandonment  will  affect  them  or  not  will  be  the  tests  which  we  previously 
proposed  and  which  we  will  have  to  wait  on  them  in  order  to  make. 

The  only  alternative  that  I can  see  at  this  stage  other  than  delay  is  to 
approve,  subject  to  the  findings,  binding  Essex  to  go  along  with  us  should 
we  find  that  abandonment  is  not  a hindrance  to  G.  E.  and  proceed  with  the 
abandonment  at  a future  date  at  Essex'  espense  should  we  find  abandonment 
is  not  detrimental,  based  upon  future  tests.

Since  the  present  undergroxind  water  lines  have  heen 
operative  lor  at  least  twenty-five  years,  we  do  not  see  the 
I connection  between  your  January  24  letter  and  the  Essex  appeal 

« • to  vacate  one  block  of  Phenie  Street  between  Swinney  and  Wall 
Streets  and  part  of  a block  of  V/all  Street  between  Phenie 
and  Eeidmiller  Streets. 

Wall  and  Swinney  Streets  west  of  Phenie  have  been  vacated 
for  years.  In  addition  there  are  no  structures  on  these 
vacated  streets  under  which  water  lines  exist,  so  we  fail  to 
understeind  the  concern  for  abandoning  them. 


The  12"  water  main  which  is  under  the  alley  between 
Smnney  and  Wall  which  crosses  Phenie  and  passes  imder  our 
buildings,  a railroad  spur  and  the  St.  Marys  on  its  way  west 
to  General  Electric,  is  not  used  by  Essex;  never  has  been. 

We  fail  to  see  why  Essex  should  pay  for  isolating  it.

The  reason  Essex  has  two  water  meters  is  that  for  many 
years  we  leased  space  to  International  Harvester  in  the 
buildings  north  of  Wall  Street.  \daen  I.H.  built  their  new 
warehouse  facility,  they  moved  out  and  Essex  operations 
have  gradually  moved  in.  Now  we  are  being  charged  for  water 
on  two  meters.  The  expense  to  revise  the  connections  to 
incorporate  a single  meter  seems  to  us  unreasonable  and  aca- 
demic. We  request  that  the  readings  be  added  together  and 


Mr.  Foland 
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billed  as  one  meter. 

Finally,  Essex  is  willing  to  give  the  City  a hold- 
hamnless  clause  for  liability  for  water  damage  due  to  a 
water  main  break. 

Essex  is  a good  customer  of  the  City  for  both 
water  and  electricity  as  well  as  an  important  tax 
payer  and  we  believe  we  are  entitled  to  cost-saving 
considerations  by  the  City.

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This  memo  is  intended  as  a supplement  to  our  original  memo  on  October  25th 
regarding  the  vacation  of  the  Streets  mentioned  above  which  will  become  the 
property  of  Essex  International. 

Your  memo  of  December  15  indicates  Mr.  John  Clifton  and  I had  an  agreement 
regarding  this  vacation.  As  indicated  in  my  October  25  memo,  we  did  have 
a discussion  and  I had  told  him  that  we  did  not  necessarily  disagree  with 
the  vacation,  however  I felt  that  proceedings  should  be  initiated  immediately 
for  the  ultimate  abandonment  of  our  facilities  to  Essex  and  this  same 
procedure  was  conveyed  to  you  on  October  25,  a copy  of  the  October  13  letter 
from  Mr.  Clifton  is  attached  for  your  reference. 

Attached  are  two  graphical  representations  of  the  conditions  which  exist, 
both  above  ground  and  underground,  within  the  area  under  consideration  as 
^it  affects  the  water  facilities.  These  attachments  are:  1.  A copy  of  our 
^ 100  scale  map  K-2,  which  is  actually  a composite  of  our  map  and  the  aerial 
photographs  which  will  give  you  an  indication  that  our  mains  are  already 
* under  a portion  of  the  major  part  of  their  building  facilities  as  it  exists. 

On  this  map  we  have  marked  in  red  circles  and  red  squares  the  alterations 
which  we  propose.  These  same  alterations  are  marked  and  numbered  on  our 
J second  attachment  which  is  a composite  of  our  water  distribution  maps  in 
I the  area  bounded  on  the  north  by  the  Penn  Central  Railroad,  the  east  by 
Broadway,  the  south  by  Huestis  Ave.  and  the  west  by  McKinley  Ave.  This  will 
graphically  show  you  all  of  our  water  mainsfacilities  which  affect  and  benefit 
the  Essex  International  property,  the  General  Electric  Broadway  plant  and 
the  General  Electric  Taylor  Street  plant,  as  well  as  the  Joslin  Steel.

Fire  flow  tests  were  made  some  time  back  before  any  consideration  of 
abandonment  was  in  our  minds.  These  flow  tests  were  made  both  in  the  vicinity 
of  the  General  Electric  Company  warehouse  on  Wall  Street  and  also  their  plant 
west  of  the  St.  Marys  river,  by  closing  a sectionalizing  valve  to  simulate 
the  abandonment.  The  tests  indicated  there  was  no  adverse  affect  by  the 
sectionalizing  and  therefore  would  be  of  no  detriment  to  our  system  if  the 
lines  were  abandoned.  This,  of  course,  was  without  the  benefit  of  the 
round-way  connection  listed  as  item  7 above  and  therefore  any  detrimental 
effect  would  be  probably  more  than  overcame  by  this  connection. 

There  will  be  advantages,  both  to  Essex  International  and  to  the  Utility, 
if  this  procedure  is  followed.  First  of  all,  the  Utility  will  gain  by  no 
longer  having  water  mains  on  the  private  property  of  Essex  and  under  their 
buildings,  which  continually  is  a threat  of  damage  suits  in  case  of  failure 
of  those/ai?i8^?hereby  damages  to  their  facilities.  Second,  Essex  International 
will  gain  by  being  able  to  combine  all  of  their  domestic  or  commercial  usage 
and  all  of  their  fire  protection  usage,  with  the  exception  of  the  one  fire 
service  connection  at  the  intersection  of  Phenie  and  Stophlet.

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On  October  17th  I received  a letter  from  Mr.  John  M.  Clifton,  Jr. , 

Attorney  handling  the  vacation  of  the  above  street  for  Essex  International. 

Approximately  one  week  prior  to  receipt  of  this  letter  Mr.  Clifton 
visited  in  my  office  regarding  the  matter  and  we  discussed  it  from  the 
feasibility  standpoint.  As  far  as -I  am  personally  concerned  I have  no 
particular  objections  to  vacation  of  these  streets  with  proper  safe- 
guards  whereby  we  can  enter  to  make  reapirs  to  our  utilities  now  in 
place  and  this  assurance  can  probably  be  acquired.  There  are,  however, 
three  items  that  I would  like  to  have  clear  in  this  vacation  or  at  least 
as  a side  light  in  conjunction  with  it. 

The  first  consideration  in  the  abandonment  would  be  that  of  obstacles 
o r sTr uc t ure s which  may  be  in  the  way  of  our  making  repairs  on  the/^resent 
lacilities^hich  exist,  either  in  previously  vacated  rights-of-ways  and 
in  those  proposed  to  be  vacated.  I am  sure  that  once  the  streets  in 
question  are  vacated  that  Essex  may  desire  to  utilize  a portion  of  the 
right-of-way  for  storage  of  supplies,  etc.  as  is  the  case  in  the  previously 
vacated  street  right-of-ways  and  alleys.  Also  structures  have  been  built 
over  some  of  the  vacated  rights-of  way,  thus  preventing  our  ready  access 
to  the  mains  to  be  repaired.  In  conjunction  wi th  these  present  and 
possible  future  obstructions,  I_feel  that  the/ areas  should  be  either  left 
free  of  obstructiojis  or~tTiose  items  which  may^be  -placed , be  portable  and 
at  such  time  as  we  are  required  to  make  repairs  that  Essex  at  their  expense

A'second  consideration  to  these  abandonments  should  be  that  if  a water 


service  line  or  main  should  develop  a leak  or  be  broken  either  by  normal 
circumstances  or  as  a result  of  operacion  or  use  by  other  than  the  Utility 
and  without  negligence  upon  the  part  of  the  Utility,  that  the  Utility  not 
be  held  responsible  for  any  damages  to  Essex  property,  equipment  or 
contents  of  their  buildings,  \7hrich  may  result  from  water  damage  or  pressure 
exerted  against  such  equipment,  buildings,  structures  or  materials.  This 
request  is  as  a direct  result  of  a previous  damage  claim  filed  against  the 
Water  Utility  a few  years  ago  v;hen  v;e  did  experience  a service  line  break 
which  did  not  surface  but  followed  a conduit  into  a building  which  in  turn 
damaged  some  equipment  or  materials,  I do  not  recall  that  we.  paid  the 
damages  at  that  time,  however,  I do  not  want  the  Utility  to  be  held  in  any 
v;ay  responsible  for  similar  circumstances  in  the  future. 

The  third  and  final  item  that  should  be  taken  into  account  in  the  abandon- 
ment "of  these  streets  and  also  as  perhaps  a consideration  against  the 
previously  abandoned  streets  and  alley  right-of-ways  is  that  we  presently 
have  several  water  mains,  including  a 12”  main  in  the  alley  between  Wall 
Street  and  Sweeney  Avenue,  part  of  v;hich  is  presently  in  an  abandoned 
right-of-way  and  under  a major  portion  of  the i represent  buildings.  This 
circumstance  has  previously  been  discussed  with  Essex  people  and  v/e  feel 
that  these  lines,  since  they  are  not  b\e  to  us,  for  maint- 

enance, repair  and  control  should  be  abandoned  as  far  as  the  Water  Utilitv 
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IS  concerned. 
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This  can  be  done  by  cutting  and  plugging  the  12"  main  on  both  sides  of 
the  river,  cutting  and  plugging  the  6"  main  on  Sweeney  Avenue  at  Phenie 
Street  and  the  6"  main  on  Wall  at  Riedrailler,  the  construction  of  a 
master  metering  pit  at  an  appropriate  location  and  the  inter-connection 
of  the  16"  feeder  with  the  6"  distribution  main  at  the  intersection  of 
Michigan  Avenue  and  Riedmiller  Avenue.  Since  the  benefits  to  be  derived 
A from  this  will  basically  be  that  of  Essex,  they  should  bear  all  of  the 
t cost  which  may  be  incurred  by  ifnis  procedure.  In  so  doing  it  would 
master  meter  all  of  their  usage,  including  fire  protection,  except  for 
one  fire  service  attached  to  our  main  at  the  intersection  of  Phenie  and 
Stophlet . 

I believe  that  items  one  and  two  above  should  be  a prerequisite  of  the 
vacation  of  these  streets  and  that  within  a predetermined  length  of  time 
after  vacation,  item  three  should  be  accomplished.  If  these  basic  concepts 
can  be  accomplished  then  I have  no  objections  to  the  vacation  proceedings

In  accordance  with  your  verbal  request,  we  are  attaching  copies  of  drawings  and  correspond- 
ence in  connection  with  the  proposed  vacation  of  Phenie  Street. 

Item  #1  This  drawing  indicates  Lots  in  Swinney* s Addition  as  they  were  originally 

platted  in  the  area  of  Essex  International.  This  drawing  also  indicates,  in 
green,  streets  and  alleys  which  were  vacated  as  well  as  Phenie  Street  and 
several  alleys,  in  yellow,  which  were  opened.  All  of  these  vacations  and 
openings  were  done  under  Declaratory  Resolution  No.  510-1925. 

You  will  note  that  this  portion  of  Phenie  Street  was  obtained  by  appropriat- 
ing Lots  No.  2^7  and  326  in  their  entirety  and  the  east  five  (5)  feet  of 
Lots  No.  298  and  325. 

Item  #2  A copy  of  an  agreement  dated  August  9,  1949  between  the  Essex  Wire  Corpora- 
tion and  the  Fort  Wayne  Board  of  Public  Works.  This  agreement  provided  that 
Essex  Wire  Corporation  would  dedicate  sufficient  land  to  the  City  for  construct- 
ing the  new  Taylor  Street  Bridge  and  paving  the  approaches  to  it.  It  also 
provided  that  they  would  deed  Lots  No.  108  and  151,  Swinney' s Addition  to  the 
City  of  Fort  l/Vayne  and  remove  the  buildings  located  thereon. 

The  City  in  turn  was  to  assume  all  expenses  in  connection  with  the  relocation 
and  paving  of  the  Taylor  Street  Bridge  approaches  and  paving  Phenie  Street. 

The  City  was  also  to  vacate  portions  of  Wall  Street,  Swinney  Avenue  and  Phenie 
Street. 

All  of  the  items  in  connection  with  the  Taylor  Street  relocation  were  completed 
in  accordance  with  the  agreement.  The  vacations  and  opening  were  accomplished 
under  Declaratory  Resolutions  No.  801  and  802-1949.  The  City  apparently  did 
not  received  a deed,  however,  for  Lots  No.  108  and  151.

We  have  received  notification  from  the  City  Engineers  office  that  Essex 
International  desires  the  vacation  of  Phenie  Street  from  Swinney  Avenue 
to  Wall  Street  and  Wall  Street  from  Phenie  Street  to  a point  35  feet  west 
of  Riedmiller  Avenue.  Along  with  this  notification  we  were  instructed  to 
contact  you  regarding  relocation  of,  or  easements  for,  our  facilities 
located  in  the  right-of-ways  proposed  for  vacation. 

Not  knowing  what  your  ultimate  plans  are  we  are  at  a loss  to  know  which 
way  to  go,  easements  or  relocation.  A major  part  of  our  facilities  in 
the  area  are  now  within  easements  in  right-of-ways  previously  vacated  to 
Essex,  the  right-of-ways  vacated  being  shown  in  green  on  the  attached  map. 
On  this  map  we  also  show  the  proposed  vacation  in  red. 

In  the  past  we  have  had  difficulty  in  maintaining  our  facilities  now  on 
your  property(af ter  normal  working  hours  to  repair  main  breaks  and  damage 
to  fire  hydrants  without  being  able  to  determine  party  responsible,  since 
we  were  unable  to  gain  access  to  the  property).  The  increase  of  right-of- 
way  vacation  containing  our  facilities  further  expands  the  potentials  of 
this  type  of  problem. 

Therefore,  we  request  that  your  ultimate  plan  be  made  available  to  us  so 
we  may  be  able  to  evaluate  the  total  area  which  may  be  involved,  along 
with  the  resulting  difficulties  which  may  arise.  With  this  in  mind,  we 
feel  we  may  eliminate  problems  and  damages  to  both  your  facilities  and 
ours .

While  our  plans  are  not  finalized  it  nnay  well  be  that,  for  plant  security,  after 
completion  of  the  vacation  of  portions  of  Phenie  Street  and  of  Wall  Street  we 
will  fence  in  the  vacated  portions,  (a)  putting  a gate  across  Wall  Street  near 
Phenie,  approximately  in  line  with  the  common  lot  line  of  JLots  149  and  150,  and 
(b)  putting  a gate  across  Phenie  along  the  north  side  of  Swinney  Street.  The 
gates  will  be  open  during  daytime  working  hours,  five  days  a week.  The  fencing 
on  our  property  together  with  the  gates  would  substantially  enclose  the  portions 
now  being  vacated  except  for  a portion  of  V/all  Street  east  of  the  first  mentioned 
gate.

The  Essex  Board  noted  that  this  dividend  increase  of  8 cents  per  year  is  the 
maximum  permissible,  without  providing  for  fractional  amounts,  under  the  present 
government  guidelines  concerning  dividends. 

The  Essex  Board  of  Directors  declared  that  the  new  quarterly  dividend 
rate  of  16  cents  per  share  on  the  split  common  shares  of  the  company  be  payable 
April  16,  1973  to  holders  of  record  at  the  close  of  business  on  March  30,  1973. 

The  Essex  Board  also  authorized  the  regular  quarterly  dividend  of  71  cents 
per  share  on  the  $2.  84  Series  A convertible  preferred  stock  of  the  company,  also 
payable  on  April  I6,  1973  to  holders  of  record  as  of  March  30,  197  3. 

This  marks  the  second  time  in  less  than  six  years  that  Essex  common  stock 
has  split  on  a two-for-one  basis,  and  the  fourth  time  in  seven  years  the  company's 
cash  dividend  on  its  common  stock  has  been  increased. 

Commenting  on  the  recent  action  by  the  Essex  Board,  Walter  F.  Probst, 
Chairman  said,  "Essex  is  a growth  company  and  its  directors  agreed  that  the 
company's  stockholders  could  best  share  in  its  sales  and  earnings  success  through 
the  medium  of  this  stock  split  and  dividend  increase.  " He  continued,  "The  board 
remains  optimistic  about  the  future  of  Essex  and  intends  to  continue  its  pattern 
of  providing  shareholders  with  positive  evidence  of  the  progress  of  the  company.  " 

Essex  common  stock,  traded  on  the  New  York  Stock  Exchange  under  the 
symbol  EXC,  was  publicly  offered  for  the  first  time  in  1965  at  a price  of  $12.  75 
per  share  (adjusted  for  the  May,  1967  stock  split).  On  Friday,  January  19,  1973» 
common  shares  of  the  company  closed  at  $48.  375  per  share. 

Although  sufficient  shares  are  available  to  accomplish  the  February  15,  1973 
two-for-one  stock  split,  Essex  shareholders  as  of  March  12,  1973  will  be  asked 
during  their  Annual  Meeting  on  April  27,  1973  to  approve  an  increase  in  the  number 
of  the  company's  authorized  common  shares  from  the  current  level  of  25  million 
to  50  million. 

The  company's  most  recently  reported  12  month  sales  for  1971  stand  at  a 
high  of  $596  million  with  earnings  for  that  year  of  $3.29  per  share. 

Commenting  on  1972  results,  Probst  said,  "Although  final  figures  are  not 
as  yet  complete,  it  is  expected  that  sales  for  the  12  months  of  1972  will  be 
approximately  $690  million.  This  will  represent  the  highest  sales  in  the  43  year 
history  of  the  company.  " -i— — — — —

three  items  that  I would  like  to  have  clear  in  this  vacation  or  at  least 
as  a side  light  in  conjunction  with  it. 

Date — . — 

The  first  consideration  in  the  abandonment  would  be  that  of  obstacles 

or  structures  which  may  be  in  the  way  of  our  making  repairs  on  the  present 
facilities  which  exist,  either  in  previously  vacated  rights-of-ways  and 
in  those  proposed  to  be  vacated.  I am  sure  that  once  the  streets  in 
question  are  vacated  that  Essex  may  desire  to  utilize  a portion  of  the 
right-of-way  for  storage  of  supplies,  etc.  as  is  the  case  in  the  previously 
vacated  street  right-of-ways  and  alleys.  Also  structures  have  been  built 
over  some  of  the  vacated  rights-of  way,  thus  preventing  our  ready  access 

1 . to  the  mains  to  be  repaired.  In  conjunction  with  these  present  and 

'^^aossible  future  obstructions,  I feel  that  the  areas  should  be  either  left

A second  consideration  to  these  abandonments  should  be  that  if  a water 
service  line  or  main  should  develop  a leak  or  be  broken  either  by  normal 
circumstances  or  as  a result  ot  operation  or  use  by  other  than  the  Utility 

1 and  without  negligence  upon  the  part  of  the  Utility,  that  the  Utility  not 

be  held  responsible  for  anv  damages  to  Essex  property,  equipment  or 
contents  of  their  buildings,  which  may  result  from  water  damage  or  pressure 
exerted  against  such  equipment,  buildings,  structures  or  materials.  This 
request  is  as  a direct  result  of  a previous  damage  claim  filed  against  the 
^ Water  Utility  a few  years  ago  when  we  did  experience  a service  line  break 
which  did  not  surface  but  followed  a conduit  into  a building  which  in  turn 
damaged  some  equipment  or  materials,  I do  not  recall  that  we  paid  the

This  can  be  done  by  cutting  and  plugging  the  12"  main  on  both  sides  of 
the  river,  cutting  and  plugging  the  6"  main  on  Sweeney  Avenue  at  Phenie 
Street  and  the  6"  main  on  Wall  at  Riedmiller,  the  construction  of  a 
master  metering  pit  at  an  appropriate  location  and  the  inter-connection 
of  the  16"  feeder  with  the  6"  distribution  main  at  the  intersection  of 
Michigan  Avenue  and  Riedmiller  Avenue.  Since  the  benefits  to  be  derived

Please  find  enclosed  a copy  of  our  proposed  master  sewer  relief  plan,  which 
involves  the  above  subject  area,  as  you  discussed  with  Mr.  Wiclcensheimer  on 
October  9,  1972.  In  view  of  this  future  plan,  we  feel  you  should  include 
in  your  easement  document  conditions  as  follows: 

1.  One  of  the  conditions  to  the  easement  should  Indicate  the  future 
ccnstructlon  of  the  relief  sewer  system,  whereby  all  said  security 
fences  within  the  easement  right->of-way  shall  be  removed  and  re- 
placed by  the  Grantor  v;ithin  a reasonable  time  after  notification 
of  said  construction. 

2.  The  Grantor  also  agrees  to  remove  any  stock  and/or  other  materials 
within  the  easement  area  at  their  own  expense,  from  the  time  of 
notice  of  construction  until  after  the  sewer  has  been  accepted  by 
the  city. 

3.  The  right  to  enter  behind  said  security  fence  and  the  conditions 
undervhlch  the  entrance  can  be  made  during  all  periods  of  the  day 
should  also  be  made  a part  of  the  conditions  of  the  casement,  so 
that  all  future  management  of  Essex  will  be  on  notice  of  entrance 
rights.

Gentlemen: 


Re:  Wall  Street  and  Phenie  Street 


In  the  first  instance  we  wish  to  refer  to  the  accompanying  drawing  and  acetate 
overlays  pertaining  to  the  1500  block  of  Wall  Street  and  the  1700  block  of  Phenie 
Street. 

Except  with  respect  to  a property  identified  as  1506  Wall  Street,  Essex  owns 
all  the  property  on  both  sides  of  the  1500  block  of  Wall  Street.  On  the  north 
side  we  have  well  maintained  buildings  which  house  divisional  executive  offices, 
research  offices,  and  some  warehouse  space.  On  the  other  side  of  Wall  Street 
the  entire  block  front  is  occupied  by  cleared  parking  areas  owned  by  Essex  ex- 
cept for  the  building  at  the  southeast  corner  of  the  intersection  of  Wall  Street 
and  Phenie  Street  which  is  owned  by  Essex  and  used  as  a conference  building. 

With  respect  to  the  1700  block  of  Phenie  Street,  Essex  owns  all  the  buildings 
on  the  west  side  of  the  street  occupied  by  the  corporate  executive  office  and 
a manufacturing  plant.  The  east  side  of  the  1700  block  of  Phenie  Street  is 
occupied  in  part  by  the  conference  building  mentioned  in  the  preceding  para- 
graph and  for  the  remainder  of  the  distance  by  parking  space. 

As  indicated  by  the  drawing,  Essex  has  petitioned  for  the  vacating  of  the  1500 
block  of  Wall  Street  and  the  1700  block  of  Phenie  Street.  We  are  fully  cognizant 
that  owners  of  properties  on  the  north  side  of  the  1500  block  of  Swinney  Street 
are  entitled  to  use  the  alley  which  runs  east  and  west  through  the  middle  of  the 
block  from  Riedmiller  Street  to  Phenie  Street. 


Our  reason  for  the  vacation  of  these  streets  is  primarily  in  order  to  increase 
the  security  of  the  buildings.  It  is  curious  to  note  that  the  executive  office  of 
Essex,  a company  which  in  1971  had  net  sales  of  $593,  000,  000,  located  at  the 
southwest  corner  of  Wall  Street  and  Phenie  Street  is  one  of  the  least  secure 
properties  of  our  100  plant  organization.  It  is  for  this  reason  that  we  urgently 
petition  for  the  vacation  of  the  streets  mentioned  above. 

It  is  our  intention  to  establish  a fence  and  gate  system  commencing  at  the  east 
edge  of  our  property  at  1510  Wall  Street  encompassing  the  following  area: 

(1)  Gates  across  Wall  Street  from  the  east  line  of  the  property  at  1510  Wall 
Street  to  a point  immediately  opposite  on  the  other  side  of  Wall  Street; 
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(Z)  Thence  east  along  our  property  line  on  the  south  side  of  Wall  Street  to  the 
intersection  with  Riedmiller  Street; 

(3)  Thence  south  along  the  westerly  edge  of  our  property  on  Riedmiller  Street 
to  the  north  side  of  the  alley  running  through  the  middle  of  the  block 
between  Riedmiller  Street  and  Phenie  Street; 

(4)  Thence  west  along  the  north  side  of  the  alley  mentioned  in  (3)  above  to  the 
east  side  of  Phenie  Street; 

(5)  Thence  continuing  on  the  same  line  west  on  a projection  of  the  alley  line 
established  by  (4)  across  the  width  of  Phenie  Street  with  gates  across  the 
entire  width  of  the  right  of  way; 

(6)  Thence  south  along  the  street  edge  of  the  sidewalk  along  Phenie  Street  to 
the  northwest  corner  of  Phenie  Street  and  Swinney  Street  (extended);  and 

(7)  Thence  west  across  the  width  of  the  sidewalk  along  the  west  side  of  Phenie 
Street  with  the  width  of  the  fence  being  a pedestrian  gate. 

As  can  be  clearly  seen  from  the  foregoing,  the  fenced  enclosures  mentioned 
above  will  leave  completely  open  at  all  times  the  alley  running  between  Ried- 
miller Street  and  Phenie  Street  which  will  be  completely  useable  by  owners  on 
the  south  side  of  the  alley  and  by  service  trucks  (garbage  collection,  fire 
trucks,  etc.)  which  may  be  needed  to  serve  the  property  south  of  the  alley. 

Even  though  the  south  half  of  the  1700  block  of  Phenie  Street  may  be  vacated,  if 
our  petition  is  granted,  no  part  of  the  vacated  street  will  be  fenced  except  a pro- 
tected sidewalk  along  the  west  side  of  Phenie  Street;  therefore,  vehicles  will  be 
able  to  enter  into  or  exit  from  the  alley  either  at  Riedmiller  Street  or  at  Phenie 
Street. 

During  business  hours  (generally,  7:30  A.M.  to  5:30  P.M.)  on  Mondays  through 
Fridays,  holidays  excepted,  the  electrically  operated  gates  which  we  propose  to 
install  at  the  east  end  of  our  property  on  Wall  Street  and  at  the  middle  of  the 
block  (north  of  the  alley)  on  Phenie  Street  will  stand  open  and  traffic  both  for 
Essex  and  for  other  usages,  as  at  present,  will  be  able  to  flow  in  its  present 
pattern. 

During  non -^business  hours  and  on  weekends  and  holidays,  it  is  expected  that  the 
electrically  operated  gates  at  the  east  end  of  our  property  on  Wall  Street  and  at

the  middle  of  the  block  on  Phenie  Street  will  stand  closed.  At  all  times,  24 
hours  a day,  7 days  a week,  guards  will  be  stationed  in  the  small  guard  houses 
on  the  north  side  of  Wall  Street  near  Riedmiller  Street  and  at  the  end  of 
Swinney  Avenue  (on  Essex  property)  where  the  guards  will  have  the  ability  vis- 
ually to  see  the  above  gates.  These  guards  will  be  able  to  open  both  sets  of 
gates  across  Wall  Street  and  Phenie  Street  at  any  time  that  the  gates  are  closed, 
as  for  example  in  the  event  of  emergencies  such  as  water  leaks,  fire,  etc. 

A survey  made  in  connection  with  this  matter  indicated  that  approximately  80% 
of  the  vehicxilar  traffic  which  used  the  1500  block  of  Wall  Street  and  the  1700 
block  of  Phenie  Street  either  was  originating  or  terminating  in  the  Essex  area 
for  Essex  business.  Other  traffic,  including  General  Electric  Company  trucks 
which  may  wish  to  travel  between  the  College  Street  plant  and  the  Taylor  Street 
plant,  during  business  hours  will  be  free  to  follow  their  present  pattern  of  use 
of  Wall  Street  and  Phenie  Street.  Similarly,  there  will  be  no  diversion  of  Essex 
traffic  during  business  hours  since  they  will  similarly  flow  \inimpeded  along 
their  present  patterns. 

A question  has  been  raised  as  to  the  maintenance  of  the  southern  half  of  the  1700 
block  of  Phenie  Street  from  the  alley  south  to  Swinney  Street.  Once  the  petition 
is  settled  favorably,  it  is  Essex's  intention  to  pave  both  halves  of  the  block  of 
Phenie  Street,  i.e.  the  northern  half  within  the  gated  fenced  area  and  the  sou- 
thern half  from  the  alley  south.  In  fact,  it  may  be  that  the  work  on  the  paving 
mentioned  of  the  entire  block  of  Phenie  Street  will  be  accomplished  this  Fall. 

At  the  same  time  the  company  expects  repaving  with  macadam  the  entire  park- 
ing lot  on  the  northern  half  of  the  block  between  Wall  Street  and  Phenie,  Street. 

If  there  are  a few  points  which  deserve  reiteration,  they  are: 

(1)  Traffic  on  Riedmiller  Street,  on  the  alley  between  Riedmiller  Street  and 
Phenie  Street,  and  on  the  south  half  of  the  1700  block  of  Phenie  Street  will 
at  all  times  be  unimpeded; 

(2)  During  business  hours  the  traffic  throughout  the  area  will  be  unimpeded 
and  will  be  \inchanged  by  the  vacation  since  the  gates  and  the  fencing 
across  Wall  Street  and  Phenie  Street  will  stand  open; 

(3)  During  non-business  hours,  on  a 365  day  basis,  even  though  the  area  is 
fenced  the  public  utilities  will  have  access  by  reason  of  round-the-clock 
guard  service  which  will  be  able  to  open  and  close  the  gates. 
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We  respectfully  request  that  the  Board  of  Works  approves  the  petition.
